— 15. A cabinet door prop unit comprising a fitting case 
fitte^tfo a cabinet, a movable spring holderyAovable relative to 
th^^itting case containing it and urged by/compression springs, 
^ link arm pivotably linked at an end toyche movable spring 
holder by means of a pivot pin, a swinq/arm swingable around an 
arm spindle located in a portion of the fitting case and having a 
base section arranged around the arm spindle and linked to an end 
of said link arm by means of a liftk pin and an arm section 
extending from the base section' and an extension arm linked at 
the proximal end to the distal end of said swing arm by means of 
a joint pin so as to be adapted to become aligned with said arm 
section or pivotable therefrom toward the opening of the cabinet 
and pivotably linked at/the distal end thereof by means of an 
anchor pin to an anchor pin bearing secured to the cabinet door 
and that the pivot where the link arm and the base section of the 
swing arm are linked by means of the link pin is located relative 
to the axial line connecting said pivot pin and said arm spindle 
when the arm section and the extension arm are oblique relative 
to each othejr and the cabinet door is closed. —
